Applicants petition for late entry of a priority clziim under 37 C.F.R. § 1.78. 
Priority imder 35 USC § 120 is hereby claimed to: 

U.S. Patent application Ser. No. 08/376,067, filed January 20, 1995, which issued 
as U.S. Patent No. 5,553,61 1, which is a continuation of U.S. Patent appHcation Ser. No. 
08/178,128, filed January 6, 1994 (abandoned); and Ser. No. 08/387,832 filed on May 
26, 1995, now U.S. Patent No. 6,240,307, which is a 371 of PCT/US93/09015 filed on 
September 23, 1993, which was a Continuation-in-Part of Ser. No. 07/950,448, filed 
September 23, 1992, which issued as U.S. Patent No. 5,297,549 and Ser. No. 07/949,690 
filed September 23, 1992, now issued as U.S. Patent No. 5,3 1 1,866. 

This application is a reissue of Ser. No. 08/387,832 filed on May 26, 1995, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,240,307. The '832 application is a 371 of PCT/US93/09015 filed on 
September 23, 1993, which in turn claimed priority to and was a Continuation-in-Part of 
Ser. No. 07/950,448, filed September 23, 1992, which issued as U.S. Patent No. 
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5,297,549 and Ser. No. 07/949,690 filed September 23, 1992, now issued as U.S. Patent 
No. 5,311,866. 

Due to an error without deceptive intent, Applicants originally neglected to claim 
priority under 35 U.S.C. §120 to Application No. 08/376,067 and its parent application 
Ser, No. 08/178,128, filed January 6, 1994. This reissue application was filed to correct 
that error. In accordance with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a), an amendment 
was filed concurrently with the filing of the reissue application to amend the first page of 
the specification to reference the '067 application to which priority is claimed. Due to an 
oversight, Applicants failed to identify the relationship of the applications as required by 
37 C.F.R. §1.78(a)(2)(i). This error was first brought to the attention of Applicants in an 
Office Action dated April 8, 2005. On May 3, 2005, less than one month following the 
mailing of the Office Action, Applicants submitted a responsive Amendment in which 
the relationship of the '067 application to the present reissue application was clearly set 
forth. 

The claim for priority to the '067 and '128 applications is proper because the '832 
application was, by virtue of its effective filing date, which is at least as early as 
September 23, 1993, co-pending with the '128 and '067 apphcations. Further, the '832 
and '128 applications have at least one inventor in common, as required by 37 C.F.R. 
§1.78(a)(l). 

The specific reference to the claim for priority to the '448 and '690 applications is 
merely a formahty. As noted above, the '832 application was a 371 of PCT/US93/09015, 
which itself claimed priority to the '448 and '690 applications. Nevertheless, should it be 
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necessary to petition for inclusion of the '448 and '690 applications in the priority claim, 
it is respectfully requested that this petition encompass such request. 

Applicants submit that the granting of this Petition will be in the best interests of 
the public and the patentees. The failure to claim priority to the '067 and '128 
applications, aiid to the '448 and '690 applications, should such be necessary, was 
unintentional and to the best of the undersigned's knowledge, information and belief, the 
entire delay between the date the claim for priority was due under 37 C.F.R. §1 .178(a)(2) 
and the date the claim was filed was unintentional.
